The same year, 3,120 per- 
sons succumbed to skin concer, 
yet 90 per cent of those deaths, 
said Dr. Rector, need not have 
occurred.

on a state-wide road im- 
provement program would 
start in about 30 days 


He said he expected the bureau 


of roads to submit to him today 
a definite plan of organizatiorr 
covering both main and secondary 
highways and added the commis- 
sion ought to approve It in a few 
days. 


"Then, actual operations ought 


to start in not more than 30 days, 
because we have an efficient en- 
gineering corps and ~we have a 
great many projects ready to go," 
Hines said. "I feel that this dele- 
gation's trip to Washington has 
been immensely worthwhile, part- 
ly because we happen to be on the 
ground when the problem of deter- 
mining the ratio of materials to

PREACHER FOR MURDER 


MOVED TO HOUSTON

Judge F. Pat Adams today grant- 
ed a defense motion for a change 
of venue in the murder case of 
the Rev. Edgar Eskridge, militant 
Baptist 
minister,' charged 
with 


slaying Police Chief Ed J- O'Reil- 
ly here three weeks ago. 
Judge Adams ordered the case 


transferred to the court of Judge 
Langston King at Houston. 
The state rested 
when court 
opened this morning without pre- 
senting additional witnesses in its 
fight against the venue change 
and the judge acted immediately. 


"The 
court has" listened atten- 


tively to the evidence and is of 
the opinion the change of venue 
should be granted," he said. 
Defendant la Pleased. 


The defendant wa visibly pleas- 


ed. Some one elbowed his way up 
and shook his hand. Mr. Eskridge 
smiled. 


"I feel better now," he said In 


answer to a question 
The defense put 50 witnesses on 


the stand in support .of its conten- 
tion for a change of venue, and 
the state offered 10 in opposition. 


Mr. Eskridge, several years ago 


a snapshooting federal- prohibi- 
tion agent, was arrested a month 
ago by Chief O'Reilly on a charge 
of impersonating an officer after 
the minister led a group of friends 
on a night club raid while posing 
as a Texas ranger. 
O'Reilly , 
recommended 
that 


charges 
against the 
pastor be 


dropped. 
The shooting occurred 


the day following Mr. Eskrldge's 
arrest. 
While Judge Adams was listen- 


Ing to the recommendations of 
the attorneys as* to where the case 
should be sent, he smilingly asked 
them If they had any objections 
to transferring the case to Wil- 
liamson county, known over Tex- 
as as a county where convictions 
are frequent and sentences are 
heavy. 
"We certainly woufil have no 


objection to Williamson county ex- 
cept that it Is to far away," said 
District Attorney Hollis Kinard. 


The judge considered transfer- 


ing the case to some other Bounty 
in this district but Kinard said 
trial in any neighborng county 
would be subject to the same ob- 
jections as were -advanced here. 
He recommended Houston. 
.T. J. 
Collins of Lufkin, chief defense 
attorney assented. "I'm satisfied," 
he said.

"How Big Is Too Big?" 
Issues Revived Now By 


Roosevelt's Tax Plans

NEW 
YORK, June 
21.—(/P)— 
How big is too big? 


This question Is re-echoing once 


more through the canyons of Wall 
Street, as President" Roosevelt has 
proposed increased tax rates on 
the largest corporations, and even- 
tual crimination of all "unneces- 
sary" holding companies through 
taxation. 


It is not a new question. It 


was posed in vigorous language 
by Supreme Court Justice Louis 
D. Brandcls, then writing as a 
Boston lawyer, back in the days_ 
before the world war. 


It was heard less 
frequently 


In the "new era' boom days of 
1924-29, when a merger was a sig- 
nal for a big runup in the stock 
market. 
Then bigness seemed a 


virtue, rather than a "curse", as 
Brandels described it. 


Writing on the "curse of big- 


ness" In 1913, in his book, "Other 
People's Money 
and 
How 
the 


Bankers Use It," Justice Bran- 
dels scored "the mistaken belief 
that.efficiency grows with size." 


He asked: 'How can the lead- 


ing bankers, necessarily engrossed- 
in the problems of their vast pri- 
vate business, get timn to know 
and correlate the facts concern- 
ing so many other complex busi- 
nesses?"
